A pension official In Washington has 


been trying to figure bow long it will be 
before the national pension roll comes 
to an end. He practically admits that 
lie Is unable to solve the problem, 
owing to the fact that there !s a differ- 
ence from year to year lu the Increase 
and decrease of pensions, and there are 
also the Spanish war pensions to be 
considered, for which, outside of 
the 


Philpplne service, there have already 
b»e« tiled two-thirds as many applica- 
tions as there \yere troops atunlly en- 
gaged In the war. 
According to his 


figures, there were at the close of the 
year a total of W)ft.5!2D names on the 
roll, na Increase of U.010 from the pre- 
vious year. 
During that 
year 
the 


names of -(.'1,334 pensioners were drop- 
ped from tlie list, \>ut this was more 
than offset l»y the 45,:«4 that were add- 
ed, 4,fi!H» of these being names restored 
thai had been previously dropped for 
various reasons, «ay» the Boston Her- 
ald.
